"Under the conditions which existed in tlie early ’70s, all first-, 
dass opnators received $90 per month all over the" country. The 
cost of living since tliat time, according to the United States census 
reports, has advanced 50 per cent, while the salaries of first-class op¬ 
erators, at the beginning of this year, were $65 jier montli, or a reduc¬ 
tion of 28 [ler cent.” 

And tlie workmen have other grievances besides this. 

Women operators usually receive smaller wages than men; and 
both men and women are compelled to furnish the typewriters with 
which they do the company s work. 

There can ' no doubt about the justice of their demands. But 
they are evidently fighting under great disadvantages. Their 
organization is young and the enemy is overwhelmingly strong. And 
tho' depend on cheap capitalistic politicians apd male prostitutes.

Cojlcciivism is not a negation of property, nor is Socialism. Please 
keep this ill mind. 

Socialism simply deimnds the collective ownership of the means 
of iirodn^ion and distribiUion. We will proiluce in common, but the 
consumption will remain individual. 

Socialism will control only our capital, not our property. A .So¬ 
cialist conimonwrallli will not do away with the individual oniiership 
of iiroiicrti, but only ntV/i indii'idual oxiitcrship of capital. 

• • » 

It is Commimisiii tliat denies individual ownership of all properly. 
Tlie Communists want to proihicr and consume in common. Tlierc are 
few conscious Communists in the world at the present time. 

To make myself still more explicit, “capital’’ is that part of wealth 
which is used as means of proiluction—that is, raw maieriaU, as 
machinery, factories, etc. To socialize these is the aim of all Socialists. 

But all products and wares, after tliey have been distributed for 
consiiirMivn and jxirsonal use. will remain private property. 

It'wilPECssary to .state tins at this time because there arc .some 
Commiiitffts who think lhc> arc Socialists. 

There are cs'cn some eilitors who seem to find it difficult to distin¬ 
guish lictwcen capital and property from a Socialist standpoint. 

A Social-Democracy must socialize capital because in the Co-op¬ 
erative Commonwealth the industrial democracy must nile. 

• • • 

L’tider the jiresenl capitalistic system collective capital, especially 
as organizcil in the trusts and big corporations, has practically nitilified 
most of the ailvamages of political democracy, and thus tlie" capitalist 
class lias become the niler of tlie people. 

It is clear from alt this that the people must turn priiately owned 
rapital jpio eoIWtivety owned capita! a« a matter of fclf-preicr-.-atitas. 

The pcofile must du H because private capital, which was for¬ 
merly a means of progress, is now impelling progress. 

In short, the private ownership of capital was for several hundred 
years a historical necessity. Now the collective ownership of capital 
is becoming a historical iicces.sity.

That such is the trend of the time we can see at a gbnee from the 
discussion tint is going on in the daily and weekly papers and in tlie 
magazines. 

But tliat tretnk is towaril Socialism, not toward Gamnnmism. - 
, The measures that the Socialists will take and must take will 
closely connect with the present system and evolve frtjjn it.

A Republican congress, in 1866, actually passed-.g law providing 
fop-the taking over by our government of all the then existing tele¬ 
graph lines. 

Unfortunately, the Republican party is the nusiness men’s party 
>—and the business men out of congress induced the business men in 
congress to postpone the execution of this law for five years. 

The reason for the postponmeiit was that the private companies 
"might realise some more profits on their iiei'eslment." 

Observe that in those days the capitalists were more unsophisti¬ 
cated and more frank than they are today. 

Now, of course, they would give other reasons. Probably that 
the j^vernmeiit could not manage the telegraph system as cheaply as 
a private company. Or that it might create a political machine. Or 
that the government ought not to embark in any business. .And, 
possibly, that national ownership is rank Socialism—heal, red-flag So- 
dalism. 

But in those days they said plainly ffiat they wanted good profits 
for five years longer.

The rights of a nation are re- 
sj/cctcd in projKirtion to the 
strength of its army and nary. The 
wislies of a party are enforced in 
projortion to the strength of its 
party organization. We can exert 
influence only with a well-organized 
aad thoroa^iy dbcz|nined parly 
membership. We must have the 

Q uantity ajul qiiality of organized 
uroes ready to Inwk up the d<>- 
maads of thie party. To attain this 
end the national, state and county 
oiganizatioa must be tliorough and 
systematic. TIk organiaers nuist 
sec to it tliat the dues-paring mem¬ 
bership Veeps pace with tlw party 
vote. If a decline is noticed bi the 
votes or iu the (lerceotage of ‘lues- 
paying mcinhers, the cause should 
be ascertained and the proper rem- 
edv apidied. 

'The organization departments 
nmst be made srif-supportiii^. 
Well-paid organizers arc in a pOBH 
tion to do -good work. Charitable 
.work is ineffective. A sjiecial fund 
must he created for organrzaticin 
wort 1, wookl suggest to . pnl 
aside the first diree months’ docs 
from each new candidate for or¬ 
ganization fund. Thus the new 
members will pay their own ex¬ 
pense of solicitaion. 

General OrgaiUMtioa. 
literary organization—There is 
a large s^crc of cons t r u ctive work 
in this fcld. Our activities were 
thus far wholly confined to the tm- 
edneated -aeorking class. No or¬ 
ganised attempt was made to reach 
tlic so-called intellectuals. Still wr 
must not ignore tlic fact that the in- 
tcllcctnal dass has alwa.vs played 
a prominent part in every social 
rrroliitiiwi. .A (rtcat deal can be 
accomplished by invading the intel- 
kettud field of activities. Onr par¬ 
ty members must he orgamzed 
everywhere. In medical sessions, 
legal conrentioiis. cleri^ gather¬ 
ings. and merchantU banquets the 
spirit of the pariy must assert it¬ 
self. Each party member tmirt join 
the ranks of his piofessioo or oc- 
hctifiation. and miite ^ party mem¬ 
bers within these associations. By 
concerted action rniich can be ac¬ 
complished. Econoinic qnestioiis 
ran be introduced from time to time 
which win tend to en li g ht en tin 
young student, the brilliant scholar, 
and the welFmeaning merchanL 
There are many great minds pre¬ 
judiced against onr principles, be¬ 
cause these have been poisoned in 
the schooh, colleges ami universi¬ 
ties. With intelligent arguments 
and wcll-direeted questions such 
fallacies ran be dispelled. 
Parthasiag Potfer. 

Our next attention should be di¬ 
rected towards the organization of 
the purchasing power of the work-; 
ing class. Go-operative enterprises 
sl^k! be encourageii Qothing 
and shoe stores, groceries, bakeries, 
coal depots, laundries, barber shops,: 
etc., should be established. Shares 
should be irmed in snail denomtna- 
tior.s, so as to be within the reach of 
every vr otkma n. U tint riwnld 
prove difficult or inqxrisiWe. wei 
should eaconra^ the organizatkni 
of the pordtoung power of the' 
wor ki ng dnsa on a tznafler scale. 
The precinct organizer might se-j 
cure the co-operation of aB mem¬ 
bers In his precinct, and make ar- 
.aitgements with one or two deal¬ 
ers in these respective departments, j 
and tbns Mcure for the members 
better terms and cootfitiona, "nie! 
work mdscated is of the o tm oet im-j 
povtance.

The creati on od a dep artm ent for 
the care of the sick is another ao- 
col iasthutioa which we ongkt to 
create. To this end a trained nurse 
coeld be teemed for $50 a month, 
who wemU take charire of all cases. 
In eoafinements and iofectious di»- 
eaaes where the services of a 
trained nurse is utgenlly required, 
soch services oould be ootaiacd far 
25 cents per risk. Such charges arc j 
accissilile toalL and the dcpartawni 
would tlms be made srlf-stq^xxi- 
tng, since such visiu a nurse could 
easily make ten and fifteen a day. 
Tliiiik of tbe comfort and deligbt 
tito ill-tortured mind woulil ex- 
perwnoc from the kind at endance of 
a wcH-tramed party nurse.
